IT APPEARING to the Board of Supervisors of the 
County of Monterey that a heinous crime, to-wit: murder 
has been committed at the Simeon Graves Residence, near 
Salinas, Monterey County, State of Calitornia, on or about 
the 8th day of December, 1902, which resulted in the 
death of George Allen and Charles Albrecht. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that a reward of 




for the arrest and final conviction of the party or parties 
guilty thereof is hereby ordered. 

On the night of Monday, December 8th, 1902, a man entered the house of Sim Graves, about two miles from 
Salinas City and committed a foul murder under the most peculiar circumstances. He knocked at the door, Mrs. 

Graves opened the door, he asked for a drink of water, presented pistol commanding Mrs. Graves to make no 
outcry, as he was going to rob them, forced Mrs. Graves into a room where Mr. Graves was in bed, then tied 

both Mr. and Mrs. Graves. He then robbed the pockets of Mr. Graves’ pants, then took a boy by the name of 

Allen who was the adopted son of the Graves and made him show where the hired man slept in an outhouse about 
seventy feet from the residence; made the hired man dress and accompany them back to the house, then tied the 
boy and hired man all in the same bed room; he then released Mrs. Graves and took her into another bed room 
evidently with criminal intention, where they got into a dispute over something. Mr. Graves hearing that some- 
thing was wrong, freed himself, got hold of a pistol and fired two shots at the man but missed him; man re¬ 
turned the fire shooting Mr. Graves through the left side disabling him. He then took the pistol away from 
Graves and tied him up again. What happened after that we can learn but little, only that the man staid there 

until about daylight trying to satisfysome hellish desire. He seemed to not have looked for any money, or valu¬ 

ables as everything about the house was undisturbed; he took from the house nothing but a 38-caliber imitation 
Smith & Wesson revolver. Before the man left the house he took Mrs. Graves back into the room where the 
rest of them were tied and tied her again and laid her on the floor beside the boy and hired man; he then 
blindfolded all four of them and told them to go to sleep and not wake up or stir until morning. He then took 
a hand-ax and beat them into insensibility, striking them several blows, each, on the head. The boy Allen and 
hired man, Albright, diod from the effect. Mr. and Mrs. Graves were out of their right mind for several days and 
can now give a very poor account of what really did happen that night. 

I give this history of this notorious crime to enable officers of the State to understand the very peculiar 
actions of this man so they will keep a sharp lookout for men of such temperament who must be of unsound 
mind or possessed of some hellish mania or both. 

Below is the best description that I am able to get of the man who committed this crime.
